Uagabonds: Foz the refozming therefoze of ſo great a miſchtefe, and to pꝛeuent the many dans 
gers which will enſue by the neglectthereof, The Kings moſt excellent Maieſtie, by the aduiſe 
of his Pꝛiuie Counſell, and of his Judges, doth ſtraitly charge andcommand,that all the Lawes

Priſh man oz woman, ſhall after the end of ſixe weekes, to bee accounted from the date hereok, 
bee found wandering oꝛ begging, that then hee oꝛ ſhee ſhall bee appzehended, vſed, ozdered,and 
puniſhed as Rogues and Uagabonds, by the Lawes of this Realme, and then ſhall bee con- 
ueped from Conſtable to Conſtable vnto one of theſe Pozts following, that is to ſay, Briſtoll, 
Mynhead, Barſtable, Cheſter, Lirepoole , Milford- Hauen, and Workington , oz ſuch of them as ſhall bee 
- moſt conuentent fozthem; And if the number of thoſe Jriſh in any onecompany ſhall growe 
too great to beſo conueyed by Conſtables, that then they be conneyed from Sheriffe to Sheriffe 
vnto one of the Po2ts afozelayd. . | 
And Hts Mateſtte doeth ſtraitly charge and command, that no perſon after the end ok the 
laid ſixe weekes, doe in any Wiſe relicue thoſe Jriſh Beggars , 0} any of them, which ſhall ſo 
wier 02 begge, and ſhall not apply themſelues to be tranſpozted as afozeſayd.

Comptrollers, Searchers, and all other His Maiefes Officers, Miniſters, and lo⸗ 
ing Subtects, that they and euery of them in their ſeuerall places doe their beſt endeauours to 
obſerue and perfozme His Mateſties Command in this behalte. | 

And His Mateſtte doth further ſtraitly charge and command, that if any voꝛne within this 
Realme, ſhall hereafcer wander and begge in this Kingdome,as Souldiers oz Mariners, that 
they bee foozthwith appzehended and committed to the common Goale of that County where 
they ſhall bee appꝛehended; and bee p2oceeded againſt as Felons attoꝛding to the Lawes. 

"And His Baleſtie doeth ſtraitiy charge and command all Shiriffes, Maiozs, Juſtices of 
Peace, Conſtables, Headbozougs, Tithingmen and all other His Maieſlies Officers, Miniſters 

and Sublects whom it may concerne , that they vſe all care and diligence to cxecutethe Lawes 
- againſt all Rogues and Uagabonds in that behaife made and pzouided, and now ſtanding in 

fo:ce, as they will anſwere the neglect thereof at their vttermoſt perfis , and that the Juſtites of 
Peace ofeach County do vſe their beſt endeauours to enauire out, and puniſh all ſuchneglects and 
offences, and at euery Aſſtʒes to be held foꝛ that County, doe giue an txact and true account tothe 
Judges of Aſſize fo: that County. bow, and in what manner they haue obſerued che ſame.
